This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' election filed on April 13, 2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Figs. 1-5, claims 1-18 being readable thereon, in 
the reply filed on April 13, 2006 is acknowledged. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 19-36 
directed to a species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 19-36 have been 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a communicating passage for 
connecting the first reservoir chamber with the second reservoir chamber; a restrictor located in 
the communicating passage; an oil return passage for connecting the second reservoir chamber 
with the suction chamber; and a connecting passage connecting the motor accommodating 
chamber with the suction chamber for preventing leakage of electricity.
